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To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
Councils  of  the  Epping  Urban  District 
and  the  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  District 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1962.  It  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  paragraph  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regula- 
tions, 1959,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health's  Circular  1/63  of  the 
30th  January,  1963. 

Because  of  the  continuing  increase  in  the  population  of  the 
three  districts  for  which  I am  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
growing  demand  made  on  the  public  health  services,  I had  to  work 
under  considerable  pressure  throughout  the  year.  The  situation 
became  even  more  difficult  when  in  September  I took  on  the 
additional  duties  of  Area  Medical  Officer  of  the  newly  created 
Harlow  Health  Area.  A Deputy  to  help  me  was  not  appointed  until 
the  end  of  the  year  to  commence  duties  in  April,  1963*  The  delay 
was  due  to  differences  of  policy  between  the  employing  authorities. 

Despite  these  difficulties,  once  again  I am  glad  to  be  able 
to  report  that  the  year  under  review  was  uneventful.  The 
statistics  of  births,  deaths  and  infectious  diseases  indicate 
that  the  residents  of  Epping  Urban  District  and  Epping  and  Ongar 
Rural  District  continued  to  enjoy  good  health.  Details  will  be 
found  in  the  various  chapters  of  the  report  which  are  laid  out 
as  in  previous  years. 

To  conclude,  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  those 
who  gave  me  help  and  support  during  the  year  reviewed.

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COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


Population 


According  to  the  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General,  the  mid- 
year population  of  the  two  districts  stood  at  47 >760,  having 
risen  hy  1,510  since  June,  1961.  The  Rural  District  was  respon- 
sible for  the  major  part  of  this  increase  ( 1,300).  Both  in 
Epping  and  Epping  and  Ongar,  inward  migration  to  the  districts 
accounted  for  over  60  per  cent  of  the  increase.  The  growth  of 
the  population  in  the  past  five  years  is  shown  in  the  table 
below.

The  birth  rate,  which  the  year  before  had  declined  in  Epping 
to  below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  rose  appreciably,  but  when 
adjusted  to  make  allowance  for  the  age  and  sex  structure  peculiar 
to  the  district  and  to  enable  comparison  with  the  birth  rate  in 
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Deaths 


England  and  Wales  and  with  similarly  adjusted  rates  for  other 
districts,  it  still  remained  lower  than  the  national  rate.  In 
the  Rural  District,  the  birth  rate  not  only  rose  to  21.1  per 
thousand  population  compared  with  19 » 4 the  year  before,  but 
the  adjusted  rate  of  20.8  per  thousand  was  higher  than  the 
national  one.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  increased  again 
very  Steeply  in  both  districts.  However,  the  ratio  to  the 
total  number  of  births  is  still  lower  than  that  for  the  country 
as  a whole.  The  still  birth  rate,  compared  with  1961,  was  lower 
in  both  districts  and  there  were  no  illegitimate  infants  amongst 
those  stillborn. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  Epping  was  almost  exactly  the  same 
as  the  year  before,  but  this  number,  related  to  an  increased 
population,  gives  a somewhat  lower  death  rate.  In  the  Rural 
District  there  xxrere  26  fewer  deaths  in  1962  than  in  1961,  and 
the  crude  death  rate  shows  a drop  of  1.0  per  thousand  population 
This  as  well  as  the  adjusted  rate  is  considerably  lower  than  the 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  average  age  at  death  was  about  the  same  in  both 
districts,  67.9  years  in  Epping  and  68.0  years  in  the  Rural 
District.  The  tables  showing  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
deaths  are  shown  on  pages  JO  and  45  and  those  giving  the 
principal  causes  of  deaths  on  pages  31  and  46 . From  the  latter 
it  may  be  seen  that  heart  diseases  are  again  the  commonest 
cause  of  death  - 29-4  per  cent  of  all  deaths  in  Epping  and 
26.1  per  cent  in  Epping  and  Ongar.  Of  the  32  deaths  from 
heart  diseases  in. Epping,  coronary  disease  was  responsible  for 
27  deaths.  In  the  Rural  District,  coronary  disease  claimed  66 
deaths  out  of  a total  of  84  deaths  from  heart  disease.  The 
average  age  at  death  from  this  condition  was  68.1  years  for 
males  and  80  years  for  females  in  Epping  and  68.7  years  and 
74*3  years  respectively  in. the  Rural  District. 

Malignant  tumours  were  the  second  commonest  cause  of  death 
and  were  responsible  for  40.7  per . cent  of  all  deaths  in  Epping 
and  19.6  per  cent  in  the  Rural  District.  In  Epping  and  Ongar 
the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  doubled  by 
comparison  with  the  previous  year,  although  deaths  from  all 
cancers  remained  almost  the  same.  The  average  age  at  death 
from  lung  cancer  was  6I.9  years. 

A very  sharp  rise  in  infant  mortality  occurred  in  Epping, 
but  altogether  there  -were  only  five  infant  deaths  and  with  such 
small  numbers  considerable  fluctuations  in  the  rate  are  of  no 
statistical  significance . Nevertheless,  the  trend  will  be 
watched  very  carefully  in  the  years  to  come.  Four  of  the  infant 
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Tuber- 

culosis 


deaths  occurred  in  the  early  neonatal  period  and  were  due  to 
ante-natal  or  perinatal  causes,  viz.  prematurity  (two  cases), 
congenital  malformations  (one  case)  and  birth  injury  (one  case). 
In  the  Rural  District,  on  the  contrary,  the  infant  mortality 
rate  per  thousand  live  births  declined,  but  here,  too,  the 
rate  is  influenced  by  small  numbers.  Early  neonatal  deaths 
accounted  for  less  than  half  of  all  the  infant  deaths.  The 
causes  of  infant  mortality  in  the  Rural  District  are  shown  on 
page  48 . 


In  Epping,  68.8  per  cent  of  all  deaths  occurred  in 
hospitals,  whilst  the  proportion  in  the  Rural  District  was 
64.9  per  cent.  Nine  of  the  Epping  deaths  which  took  place 
in  hospital  and  seven  elsewhere  were  reported  to  the  Coroner. 

In  the  Rural  District  the  corresponding  numbers  were  25  and  55* 


COMMENTS  ON  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

Once  again,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  were  no 
serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  and  the  number  of 
sporadic  cases  reported  by  the  General  Practitioners  also 
declined.  However,  the  figures  shown  in  the  table  on  pages  53 
and  49  must  be  viewed  with  some  reserve  because  although  they 
indicate  the  general  trend,  they  are  not  accurate  since  some 
General  Practitioners  fail  to  notify  such  diseases  as  scarlet 
fever,  measles,  etc.,  which  are  no  longer  of  any  public  health 
importance.  This  failure  to  notify  is  particularly  evident 
in  Epping  Urban  District. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  - food  poisoning  reported  in  the 
Rural  District  and  none  in  Epping,  and  for  the  fourth  con- 
secutive year  there  was  no  poliomyelitis.  Early  in  the  year, 
several  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  in  different  parts  of  the 
country  which  caused  quite  a considerable  panic  everywhere, 
including  Epping  Urban  and  Epping  and  Ongar  Rural  Districts, 
where  surgeries  of  General  Practitioners  were  besieged  by 
people  asking  to  be  vaccinated.  Mass  vaccination  is  always 
to  be  deprecated  as  it  is  done  in  a hurry  and  under  pressure 
and  it  can  therefore  happen  that  persons  are  vaccinated  for 
whom  this  is  contra-indicated.  Thus,  in  the  Rural  District, 
a child  suffering  from  infantile  eczema  was  vaccinated  and 
died  from  generalized  vaccinia  and  septicaemia. 

Several  contacts  of  confirmed  cases  and  one  suspected 
case  had  to  be  followed  up,  but  none  developed  the  disease. 

The  number  of  notified  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
two  districts  was  again  very  low  and  the  incidence  rate  per 
thousand  population  was  therefore  less  than  half  that  for  the

country  as  a whole . In  addition  to  the  new  cases  (two  in 
Epping  and  six  in  the  Rural  District)  eleven  already  diagnosed 
and  known  cases  came  to  reside  in  the  two  districts  (one  in 
Epping  and  ten  in  Epping  and  Ongar) . In  the  Rural  District, 
four  persons  on  the  tuberculosis  register  died  during  the 
year,  two  of  them  from  causes  other  than  tuberculosis.  Those 
who  succumbed  to  the  disease  were  men,  one  .aged  42  and  the 
other  71  years. 

Tuberculin  testing  of  school  entrants  and  B.C.G.  vaccina- 
tion of  secondary  school  pupils  was  again  offered,  and  there 
was  a better  response  from  the  pa-rents. 


PROBLEM  FAMILIES 


All  problem  families  which  had  to  be  dealt  with  during 
the  year  were  residents  of  Glen  Faba  and  Riverfields  Estates. 
It  was  previously  pointed  out  how  difficult  it  is  to  try  to 
rehabilitate  people  living  in  the  circumstances  prevailing  on 
these  two  estates,  and  very  little  progress  was  therefore  made 
with  the  families -which  were  under  supervision  in  1962.  Only 
in  one  case  a woman  with  two  children,  whose  husband  had  left, 
was  admitted  to  a rehabilitation  home  and  then  rehoused  by  the 
Rural  District  Council. 


CARE  OF  OLD  PEOPLE 

Epping  Urban  District  Council  took  a very  important  step 
in  promoting  the  formation  of  a voluntary'  Old  People's  Welfare 
Committee.  Quite  a great  deal  of  preliminary  work  had  to  be 
done  before  this  Committee  could  perform  any  functions.  In 
order  to  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  problem,  a census  was 
carried  out  of  all  old  age  pensioners  in  the  town  and  they 
were  asked  to  state  whether  they  required  any  help.  A leaflet 
was  also  widely  distributed  amongst  them  giving  informatipn  on 
the  existing  statutory  and  voluntary  health  and  welfare 
services  of  which  they  might  not  be  aware.  Arrangements  were 
made  for  visiting  some  of  the  old  people  who  live  alone  and 
for  helping  them  in  various  ways.  A domiciliary  chiropody 
service,  at  first  only  on  a limited  scale,  was  also  undertaken. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  compiled  an  up-to-date  list  of 
private  old  people's  and  nursing  homes  in  the  area  and  made  it 
available  to  anybody  requiring  this  information.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  COUNCIL  EMPLOYEES 


There  was  not  much  demand  by  the  Councils'  departments 
for  medical  examination  of  staff.  Only  two  persons  were 
examined  at  the  reque  st  of  the  Tipping  Urban  District  Council 
and  16  at  the  request  of  the  Rural  Council.  All  examinees 
were  found  to  be  fit  for  admission  to  the  superannuation/ 
sick  pay  schemes  and  only  in  one  case  were  reservations  made 
as  to  the  type  of  work  to  be  performed  by  the  employee 
concerned. 


NEW  LEGISLATION 


The  following  Acts  of  Parliament  having  bearing  on  public 
health  were  passed  in  1962. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 
(Amendment)  Act,  1962. 

Health  Visiting  and  Social  Work 
(Training)  Act,  1962. 

Commonwealth  Immigrants  Act,  1962 

The  amendment  to  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  allows 
local  authorities  themselves  to  undertake  the  provision  of 
meals  and  recreation  for  old  people.  Previously  this  could 
only  be  done  by  voluntary  organisations  to  whom  the  local 
authorities  were  empowered  to  give  a grant  for  this  purpose. 

The  Health  Visiting  and  Social  Work  (Training)  Act 
provides  for  the  setting  up  of  two  special  councils;  one  for 
the  training  of  health  visitors,  the  other  for  the  training 
of  social  workers.  When  fully  implemented,  this  Act  ought  to 
bring  about  higher  standards  in  both  these  professions. 

Although  the  Commonwealth  Immigration  Act  is  not  primarily 
concerned  with  public  health,  it  requires  certain  categories 
of  immigrants  to  undergo  a medical  examination  with  the  view 
of  preventing  the  introduction  of  tuberculosis  and  other 
diseases  into  this  country. 

In  addition  to  these  Acts,  the  following  Regulations  were 
issued: - 

The  Oil  Heaters  Regulations,  1962 

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1962 
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THE  HEALTH  SERVICES  ADMINISTERED  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL 


Personal  health  services  under  Part  III  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  and  the  Education  Act,  1944?  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council.  In  Epping  Urban  District, 
the  administration  of  these  services  is  delegated  to  the  Forest 
Health  Area  and  in  the  Rural  District  it  is  shared  between  the 
Forest  and  the  Mid-Essex  Health  Areas. 

Under  the  ten  year  plan  for  the  development  of  Local 
Health  Authority  services,  provision  is  made  for  two  new 
clinics,  one  at  Theydon  Bois  and  one  at  Nazeing,  and  minor 
improvements  to  the  existing  clinic  at  Ongar.  Meanwhile,  work 
is  carried  on  in  hired  and  often  unsatisfactory  premises  in 
village  and  church  halls,  except  in  Epping  and  in  Chipping 
Ongar,  where  adequate  clinics  exist. 

During  the  year  under  review,  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine 
(Sabin  vaccine)  was  approved  for  use  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
This  new  vaccine  is  not  only  easier  to  administer  than  the 
Salk  vaccine  used  hitherto,  but  it  is  capable  of  eradicating 
completely  poliomyelitis  from  the  community.  Some  courses  of 
immunization  started  with  Salk  vaccine  were  completed  with 
Sabin  vaccine,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  impossible  to  give 
comparative  figures  for  poliomyelitis  vaccinations  for  the 
previous  year. 

On  the  whole,  the  County  Council  health  services  were 
satisfactory  and  residents  of  the  two  districts  made  good  use 
of  them. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  MEDICAL  SERVICES 

The  residents  of  the  two  districts  were  well  looked  after 
by  their  General  Practitioners.  St.  Margaret's  Hospital, 

Epping,  received  the  bulk  of  the  in-patients,  but  some  went 
to  the  hospitals  in  Brentwood,  Chelmsford,  Bishop's  Stortford 
and  Hertford.  Whilst  the  population  of  West  Essex  continued 
to  increase,  the  number  of  available  hospital  beds  remained 
the  same  and  the  waiting  lists  for  non-acute  cases  became 
longer.  A few  infectious  patients  were  treated  at  St.  Ann's 
Hospital,  Tottenham  and  Rush  Green,  Romford. 

The  pathological  laboratory  at  St.  Margaret's  Hospital 
again  gave  invaluable  help  in  the  investigation  of  cases  of 
food  poisoning  and  dysentery. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  AND  INSPECTIONS  - 
INDIVIDUAL  DISTRICTS 

I.  EPPING  URBAN  DISTRICT 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows’- 


Water 

No  further  complaints  were  received  of  discoloured  water 
and  the  supply  remained  adequate  throughout  the  year.  The 
construction  of  a plant  to  remove  excessive  iron  from  the 
water  was  in  progress  and  it  was  scheduled  to  come  into 
operation  towards  the  middle'  of  1963 . The  Lee  Valley  Water 
Company  continued  the  routine  testing  of  the  water  supply  in 
the  district,  and  in  the  course  of  the  year  carried  out  111 
bacteriological  and  13  chemical,  examinations,  all  but  six 
being  satisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  came  from  a 
water  tower,  but  no  evidence  was  found  that  it  had  any 
structural  defects.  Nevertheless,  it  was  cleansed  and 
sterilised  and  subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


Sewerage  and  Refuse  Collection 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  accepted  the  report  of 
their  Consultants,  Messrs.  J.D.  and  D.M.  Watson,  for  a staged 
programme  of  modernization  and  expansion  of  the  sewerage 
system.  The  first  part  of  it  allows  for  the  laying  of  a new 
trunk  sewer  to  divert  the  flow  from  the  central  part  of  the 
town  to  the  southern  outfall  works  which  would  be  appropriately 
increased  in  size.  In  the  later  stages,' a diversion  of  all 
sewage  to  the  southern  works,  will  follow  as  the  other  disposal 
plant  outgrows  its  useful  life.  There  will  also  be  a further 
enlargement  of  these  works  to  deal  with  a population  of  up  to 
25  5 000  if  a.t  any  time  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  were 
made  available  for  development.  The  Brook  Road  relief  sewer 
scheme  referred  to  in  previous  reports  is  to  be  part  of  the 
first-  stage  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  commenced  early  in  .1964 
and  completed  in  1965. 

The  County  Council  became  interested  in  this  matter 
early  in  the  year  as  a result  of  a report  from  the  County 
Medical  Officer  on  the  general  overloading  of  sewerage  • 
systems  throughout  the  County,  and  eventually,  as  planning 
authority,  placed  an  embargo  on  all  new  development  involving 
connexions  to  the  northern  sewerage  system.  Following 
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representations:  from  the  Urban  Council,  this  was  later  amended 
so  as  to  allow  schemes  of  not  more  than  four  housing  units  up 
to  a maximum  of  50  dwellings  per  annum. 

Planning  permission  was  obtained  for  the  extension  of  the 
southern  sewage  works  and  the  route  of  the  new  trunk  sewer 
was  agreed  with  the  several  land  owners  concerned.  Soil  tests 
were  taken  to  establish  the  practicability  of  the  scheme  and 
no  difficulties  are  anticipated  as  a result  of  this  investig- 
ation. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  engineering  Consultants  were 
actively  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  the  details  of  the 
scheme  to  be  submitted  to  the  Minister.  Meanwhile,  considera- 
tion was  given  to  the  possibility  of  using  sludge  as  a 
fertilizer  and  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Agricultural 
Institute  at  Writ tie  and  also  to  a firm  of  distributors.  In 
both  cases,  the  view  was  expressed  that  this  material  had  a 
very  low  organic  content  and  was  unlikely  to  be  of  any  interest 
to  farmers  or  horticulturalists . 

The  bonus  scheme  introduced  during  1961  proved  successful 
in  enabling  the  same  crew  of  six  men  to  deal  with  the  ever- 
growing refuse  and  salvage  work  in  the  district.  There  was  a 
slight  reduction  in  the  amount  of  paper  collected;  this  was 
necessary  because  of  a trade  decline  which  caused  the  Thames 
Board  Mills  to  restrict  the  quantity  accepted  from  Local 
Authorities.  Consideration  was  given  to  the  question  of 
charging  for  trade  refuse  but  an  investigation  showed  that 
the  refuse  collected  from  commercial  premises  was,  in  fact, 
domestic  in  nature  and  no  action  was  taken. 

Extensive  improvements  were  carried  out  to  the  Garden 
Terrace  conveniences  where  the  walls  were  re-tiled,  washing 
facilities  installed  and  the  artificial  lighting  improved. 

A thorough  re-decoration  of  toilets  in  Clarks  Lane  was  also 
carried  out  and  in  this  building,  too,  hand  washing  facilities 
were  provided. 


Both  .conveniences  were  again  the  subject  of  considerable 
vandalism  and  as  a result  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  leaving 
them  open  all  night  and  instead  to  close  the  buildings  one 
hour  after  closing  time  of  licensed  premises. 


Housing 

The  development  of  a portion  of  the  Centre  Drive  allotment 
site  made  very  slow  progress  during  the  year  and  the  first

houses  were  not  occupied  until  December.  This  site,  which  is 
now  to  be  known  as  "Springfield”,  will  eventually  be  extended 
into  Centre  Avenue.  In  the  first  place,  it  will  house  ten 
tenants  of  the  temporary  bungalows  on  Stewards  Green,  whilst 
that  estate  is  being  redeveloped.  Meanwhile,  the  plans 
prepared  by  the  architects  for  the  Stewards  Green  development 
were  approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry  and  received  the 
planning  Consent  of  the  Essex  County  Council. 

Progress  was  made  with  the  building  of  the  Pelly  Estate 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  tenders  had  been  received  and 
approved  for  the  first  stage  of  28  flats  for  aged  persons. 

The  Clearance  Area  Programme  was  reviewed  during  the 
year  and  as  a result  the  following  properties  added  to  the 
scheme? - 


Nos.  54  and  56,  High  Street 
Nos.  31?  55  and  55?  Thomwood  Hoad 

Land  off  Chapel  Road  for  which  negotiations  for  acquisi- 
tion were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year,  was  finally  obtained 
and  is  now  available  for  a further  housing  scheme  extending 
into  the  St.  John’s  Road  (South)  allotments. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  from  either 
landlords  or  tenants  were  received  during  the  year. 

There  was  little  interest  in  improvement  grants  end  the 
few  applications  received  were  in  the  main  from  owner/ 
occupiers.. 

Consideration  was  given  to  a circular  from  the  Minister 
requesting  Local  Authorities  to  publicise  both  discretionary 
and  standard  grant  schemes.  The  owners  of  selected  houses 
were  therefore  invited  to  co-operate  with  the  Council  in 
carrying  out  improvements  to  their  properties  which  could  be 
used  as  examples  for  the  public  with  a view  to  fostering 
interest  in  this  work.  Unfortunately,  there  was  no  favourable 
response  from  these  owners,  but  the  Council  did  improve  a 
number  of  their  own  properties  on  the  Allnut ts  Estate  where 
three  bedroom  houses  were  reduced  to  two  bedroom  dwellings  by 
the  conversion  of  the  third  bedroom  into  a.  combined  bathroom 
and  water  closet.  It  was  also  decided  that  early  in  1965  an 
exhibition  with  film  shows  should  bo  staged  to  further 
publicise  improvement  grants. 
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Food 


The  inspection  of  food  establishments  in  Epping  was  con- 
tinued and  all  were  found  to  bo  satisfactorily  maintained. 

On  one  occasion,  officers  of  the  Council  co-oporated  with 
ono  of  the  London  Metropolitan  Boroughs  in  the  investigation 
of  apples  alleged  to  be  contaminated  by  fruit  spray  and  said 
to  have  caused  illness  amongst  boys  of  a Naval  Training  School. 
The  sale  of  apples  from  the  same  consignment  found  in  Epping 
was  stopped  pending  a laboratory  test,  which  found  them  to  be 
free  from  contamination.  There  were  no  reports  of  illness  in 
Epping. 

Other  complaints  of  unsatisfactory  foodstuffs  weres- 

1.  A cigarette  end  in  a bun  round. 

2.  Meal  worm  on  the  surface  of  a course  wheat  loaf. 

3.  Highly  spiced  hot  dogs  (which  were  subsequently 

withdrawn  from  sale) . 

Neither  the  bun  round  nor  the  wheat  loaf  were  produced  in 
Epping. 


Rodent  Control 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  Disinfestation  continued  to  be  carried 
out  by  a part-time  operator  who  gave  regular  attention  to 
farms,  and  it  is  considered  that  by  this  means  the  spread  of 
vermin  to  adjoining  residences  ?/as  prevented. 


Inspection  of  Factories 

Factories  were  regularly  inspected  end  no  serious  defects 
reported. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

No  local  problems  arose  during  the  year. 
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II.  EPPING  AND  ONGAR  RURAL  DISTRICT 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows? - 


Water 


The  quantity  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Lee  Valley 
Water  Company  was  adequate,  except  at  Toot  Hill,  where  the 
situation  will  remain  unsatisfactory  until  the  new  mains  and 
storage  tank  are  completed.  Meanwhile,  the  new  reservoir  and 
pumping  station  at  Have  stock  have  improved  the  water  pressure 
a.t  Blackmore  and  Doddinghurst . 

To  ensure  the  quality  of  the  supply,  the  Lee  Valley  Water 
Company  tested  122  samples  of  water  bacteriologically  and  25 
chemically.  Three  of  the  samples  showed  slight  contamination 
with  presumptive  B.  coli  which  was  traced  to  a small  reservoir, 
where  damage  was  discovered  to  some  of  the  roof  joints.  This 
reservoir  was  promptly  repaired  and  caused  no  further  trouble. 

Of  the  nine  samples  taken  from  wells  by  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  two  were  unsatisfactory,  but  in 
neither  case  was  it  possible  to  provide  the  properties  with 
water  from  the  mains.  Measures  to  improve  the  purity  of  the 
water  from  these  wells  were  in  hand. 


Sewerage  end  Refuse  Collection 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal,  refuse  collection,  cesspool 
emptying  and  capital  works  schemes  connected  with  these  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Raymond  L. 
Luck,  A.R.I.C.S.,  A.M.T.P.I. , M. I.Mun.E. , M.R.S.H.  , Registered 
Architect,  and  the  following  information  has  been  provided  by 
him.

Expenditure  during  the  year  was  about  £57? 000,  bringing 
the  total  to  date  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  sewerage 
programme  to  £384? 000. 

Small  sewage  disposal  works  have  been  completed  for  the 
Council  in  connexion  with  construction  of  new  houses  and  the 
modernization  of  old  ones  on  the  following  sites; ~ 

Norton  Mandeville,  Moreton  Mill,  Bovinger  Mill 

During  the  year,  new  private  sewers  on  the  following 
estates  were  adopted  by  the  Councils  - 

Maplecroft  Estate,  Nazeing 
Cannons  Farm  Estate,  Stondon 
(Sewage  treatment  plant  only) 

There  are  eleven  major  disposal  works  in  the  district  at 
Abridge,  Abbess  Roding,  Doddinghurst , Epping  Green,  Matching 
Tye,  Nazeing,  North  Weald,  Stanford  Rivers,  Roydon,  Theydon 
Bois  and  Willingale.  These  serve  part  or  all  of  sixteen 
parishes. 

Sewers  at  Sheering,  Stapleford  Abbotts  and  part  of  North 
Weald,  are  drained  into  works  of  outside  sewerage  authorities. 
There  are  thirteen  minor  disposal  works  in  eleven  parishes  in 
addition  to  the  small  plants  serving  only  Council  houses. 

A new  1400  gallon  cesspool  emptier  commenced  work  during 
the  year  and  enabled  the  Council  to  extend  the  once-per-year 
free  service  to  the  whole  of  the  district,  except  for  those 
areas  which  have  been  or  will  be  provided  with  main  drainage. 

The  public  convenience  at  Ongar  is  available  for  use  day 
and  night,  whilst  the  one  at  Theydon  Bois  is  open  only  in  the 
daylight  hours  during  the  months  March  to  October. 
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The  lavatories  attached  to  the  Blue  Boar  Public  House  at 
Abridge  continued  to  he  used  by  the  general  public,  but  an 
alternative  site  on  which  the  Council  could  build  a public 
convenience  was  still  being  sought. 

The  method  of  collecting  refuse  in  this  district  is  by 
the  use  of  Skeps.  A weekly  refuse  collection  service  is  at 
present  available  in  twelve  parishes  having  over  8,880 
dwellings,  but  is  expected  to  be  extended  to  eight  more 
parishes  in  1963°  Fifteen  parishes  with  about  3 >325  dwellings 
have  a fortnightly  collection.  Six  vehicles,  all  of  the 
Dennis  Paxit  compression  type,  are  used|  one  side  loader  is 
kept  in  reserve.  It  has  been  the  Council's  progressive  policy 
to  repla.ce  the  older  and  smaller  vehicles  with  those  of  far 
greater  carrying  capacity  and  this  replacement  programme  has 
now  been  completed.  Virtually  all  the  refuse  in  the  district, 
together  with  that  from  Epping,  is  disposed  of  on  the  tip  at 
Bovinger,  where  two  men  with  machines  are  employed. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  operate  their  salvage 
collection  scheme  and  the  total  of  waste  paper  collected 
during  the  year  1962  was  about  275  tons.  At  present  the 
revenue  from  this  source  is  running  at  about  £2,400  per  annum. 
The  men  employed  on  the  refuse  collection  as  well  as  the 
Council  derive  a benefit  from  this  scheme. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  1962  on  improving 
Council  dwellings  and  work  was  completed  on  the  following

Action  under  the  Housing  Act  was  taken  in  respect  of  39 
unfit  dwellings.  Details  are  given  in  Section  B of  this  report. 

Since  the  Council's  Slum  Clearance  Programme  was  submitted 
to  the  Minister  in  1955?  a total  of  232  unfit  houses  have  been 
dealt  with.  In  34  cases,  however,  the  dwellings  were  made  fit 
and  the  orders  revoked,  but  the  cost  of  rehousing  tenants  from 
these  properties  and  of  restoring  the  premises  to  a proper 
standard  is  such  that  the  economics  of  this  procedure  are 
questionable.  Unless  the  problem  of  obsolescence  is  approached 
realistically  by  the  passing  of  legislation  requiring  compulsory 
improvement,  the  number  of  unfit  dwellings  to  be  considered  for 
action  under  Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957?  is  bound  to 
rise.  Nevertheless,  the  original  concept  of  encouraging  owners 
to  improve  their  properties  of  their  own  volition  by  availing 
themselves  of  the  Council's  financial  help  should  remain. 

Models  of  houses  showing  examples  of  discretionary  and 
standard  grant  improvements  were  obtained  on  loan  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  end  Local  Government  who,  in  circular  42/62 
urged  Local  Authorities  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  owners  and 
occupiers  the  availability  of  grants  for  improvement  of  sub- 
standard but  structurally  sound  properties.  These  models  were 
exhibited  at  the  Council  Offices,  Ongar,  from  the  10th  to  21st 
December  and  other  forms  of  publicity  were  used  at  the  same 
time.  So  far,  few  owners  showed  interest  in  improving  their 
properties,  as  is  evident  from  the  table  below.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  the  Council's  effort,  together  with  national  publicity,

Arising  from  a survey  in  1961,  the  Council  decided,  in 
June,  1962,  to  proceed  with  the  provision  of  a temporary 
caravan  site  on  part  of  their  Ilallsford  Bridge  light 
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industrial  site.  It  would  give  alternative  accommodation  in 
suitable  cases  where  planning  permission  could  not  be  obtained 
elsewhere  or  where  temporary  town  planning  consent  for  sites 
already  established  in  the  area  had  expired.  Completion  of 
site  works  was  held  up  by  the  severe  winter  conditions. 

Summary  proceedings  were  instituted  for  offences  under 
Section  1 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
I960,  in  three  cases  and  fines  of  £15?  £5  and  £2  were  imposed. 
The  Council  authorised  procedure  for  similar  offences  in 
thirteen  further  cases. 

Caravans  were  found  to  be  stationed  at  "Ranchio" , "Tudor 
Cottage",  and  "Brookside" , Doddinghurst , and  the  person  in 
control  claimed  planning  exemption  under  Paragraph  9 of  the 
first  schedule  to  the  Act,  on  the  grounds  that  they  were 
occupied  by  persons  engaged  by  his  company  in  engineering  and/ 
or  agricultural  operations  on  the  land.  The  basis  of  the  claim 
was  that  the  company  was  engaged  in  the  development  of  a pump 
for  extracting  heat  from  the  ground  for  agricultural  and 
domestic  purposes.  The  male  occupants  of  the  caravans  were 
alleged  to  work  part-time  on  this  project,  but  at  no  time 
during  the  many  subsequent  visits  was  there  any  evidence  tha.t 
research  work  was  being  carried  out.  The  unusual  feature  of 
this  case  was  the  difficulty  which  the  Council  had  in  securing 
information  as  to  wheat  was  taking  place.  References  to  secret 
processes  .and  patents  and  the  need  to  ensure  that  rivals  did 
not  learn  of  what  was  going  on  put  a blanket  of  mystery  over 
the  whole  affair.  Access  for  Council  officers  was  restricted 
and  the  occupiers  of  the  caravans  themselves  declined  to 
answer  any  questions  and  referred  enquirers  to  the  person  who 
claimed  to  be  responsible  for  the  company.  However,  in  the 
initial  stages,  it  was  equally  difficult  to  secure  information 
from  either  him  or  his  solicitors.  The  Council  eventually 
took  enforcement  action  under  planning  lav/  and  employed  an 
expert  witness  on  heat  transference  to  appear  at  the  local 
enquiry  held  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government; 
they  also  took  out  subpoenas  to  ensure  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  and  anybody  else  concerned.  As  a result  of  the 
public  enquiry,  which  had  some  unusual  features,  the  Minister 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  no  experimental  work  was  being 
carried  out  on  this  land  and  that  planning  permission,  which 
he  ruled  was  required  to  put  caravans  on  the  site,  would  not 
be  granted.  The  Council  were  awarded  costs. 

Paragraph  5 of  the  first  schedule  to  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  deals  with  sites 
approved  by  exempted  organizations . The  object  of  dispensing 
with  the  need  for  the  owner  of  land  to  go  to  the  trouble  of 
applying  for  planning  permission  and  a site  licence  in  the

is  a good  one,  provided  there  is  no  abuse  of  the  exemption. 
However,  a case  has  occurred  where  a farmer  was  contravening 
the 'conditions  of  the  certificate  issued  by  an  exempted 
organization  and  permitting  his  land  to  be  used  on  a 
permanent  basis  for  caravans.  This  matter  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  organization  concerned  who  withdrew  the 
certificate  of  exemption,  whilst  the  Council  resolved  to  take 
summary  proceedings  for  the  offence. 

Some  progress  was  made  in  the  acquisition  of  that  part 
of  the  Glen  Faba  and  Riverfields  Estates  which  the  Council 
has  agreed  to  purchase  and  redevelop  for  holiday  use.  The 
Council  now  owns  27  parcels  of  land  extending  to  approximately 
six  rand  a half  acres  as  well  as  the  premises  thereon. 


Food 

During  the  year  under  review,  725  inspections  were  made 
of  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
i960.  Reports  were  submitted  on  two  cases  of  foreign  bodies 
found  in  food  and  in  each  case  the  Council  decided  to  issue  a 
warning  to  the  producers. 

There  were  162  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice- 
cream and  19  for  the  preparation  of  sausages  or  potted, 
pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food. 

The  growing  popularity  of  soft  ice-croam  has  been  a 
feature  of  the  confectionery  trade  during  the  year.  Whereas 
previously  ice-cream  was  principally  sold  as  a wrapped  article, 
produced  and  frozen  under  factory  conditions  and  control,  the 
present  trend  towards  the  increased  sale  of  ice-cream  made 
from  a ready  mixture  and  frozen  by  the  vendors  on  a vehicle 
or  in  a shop,  presents  some  risk.  The  product  can  easily 
become  contaminated  through  faulty  personal  hygiene  of  the 
salesman  or  through  failure  to  properly  cleanse  the  machine. 
There  is,  therefore,  need  for  increased  supervision  over  the 
preparation  and  sale  of  this  type  of  food. 

Twenty-nine  samples  of  ice-cream  and  eight  ice  lollies 
were  submitted  for  the  prescribed  tests  end  all  were  satis- 
factory. 

There  were  fifteen  persons  registered  as  hawkers  of  food 
under  Section  103  of  the  Essex  County  Council  Act,  1952. 
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Slaughtering  and  Meat  Inspection 


The  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  (The  Appointed 
Day  No.  4)  Order,  1961,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January, 
1962,  hy  which  date  two  of  the  three  licensed  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district  had  already  complied  with  the  Construction 
Regulations.  The  owner  of  the  third . slaughterhouse  was 
granted  a certificate  exempting  him  from  providing  a stunning 
pen.  However,  he  subsequently  installed  one  in  the  course  of 
the  year. 

The  throughput  of  the  three  slaughterhouses  rose  from 
5,792  carcases  in  1961  to  6,101  in  the  year  under  review.  One 
hundred  per  cent  post  mortem  inspection  of  animals  was  again 
maintained. 


There  were  eight  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  against  four 
in  1961,  but  no  bovine  tuberculosis  was  found. 

Twelve  slaughtermen  were  on  the  Council's  register  and 
all  were  aware  of  their  obligations  and  duties  under  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958* 
In  no  case  has  there  been  any  misdemeanour  with  regard  to 
humane  treatment  and  methods  of  slaughter. 


Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957 

The  Council  has  delegated  pov/ers  and  duties  under  this 
Order. 

There  were  22  swill  boiling  plants  licensed  at  the  end  of 
the  year  and  strict  supervision  was  exercised  to  ensure  the 
implementation  of  the  Order. 


Rodent  Control 

A Rodent  Operative,  is  employed  and  domestic  premises 
continue  to  be  treated  free  of  charge.  The  number  of  dwellings 
dealt  with  was  702,  being  rather  less  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

A Rabbit  Clearance  Society  is  now  active  in  the  area  and 
also  carries  out  rat  and  mice  control.  If  it  is  well  supported 
it  should  p.chieve  an  appreciable  reduction  in  the  number  of 
reports  of  infestations  of  dwellings. 
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Petroleum  Acts  and  Orders 


There  are  164  operative  licences,  34  in  respect  of  garages 
or  premises  where  petrol  is  sold  to  the  public  and  the  remainder 
for  private  installations,  the  majority  of  which  a.re  sited  on 
farms. 


Inspection  of  Factories' 

One  hundred  and  eighty-eight  inspections  of  factories 
were  made  under  the  Factories  Act,  but  in  no  instance  was  it 
-necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  action. 


Offensive  Trades 

Fortunately,  there  is  only  one  factory  in  the  district 
which  comes  within  the  definition  of  offensive  trade.  It  is 
concerned  with  the  extraction  of  fat  from  bones,  offal,  and 
certain  other  types  of  waste. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  owners  committed  breaches 
of  byelaws  and -the  Council  authorized  summary  proceedings 
against  them. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  instrument  for  the  daily  measurement  of  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  is  now  sited  at  the  Council  Offices,  Ongar,  in 
order  to  determine  the  amount  of  air  pollution  in  this  part  of 
the  district  which,  with  its  contiguous  parishes,  has  an  urban 
character.  It  is  hoped  that  the  results  will  convince-  the 
Minister  that  the  Council  was  right  to  consider  a Smoke  Control 
Order  in  respect  of  the  adjoining  parish  of  Shelley,  with  its 
compact  group  of  500  Council  houses.  This  could  be  the  first 
step  in  a continuing  programme  extending  to  all  parishes  where 
there'  is'  considerable  housing  development. 

The  Council  has  always  supported  the  campaign  for  :cleancr 
air  and,  as  one  of-  the  districts  selected  by  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  for  the  siting  of  a daily 
instrument,  has  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the  national  survey. 

A dust  nuisance  arising  from  a new  factory  at  Hallsford 
Bridge,  High  Ongar,  was  under  investigation.  This  factory 
produces:  a light  expanded  clay  aggregate  sold  under  the  trade 
name  of  Leca,.  The  manufacturing  process  involves  the  digging,

drying  out  and  turning  of  clay  in  a rotary  kiln.  The  turning 
is  carried  out  ty  a mxiture  of  oil  and  pulverized  coal.  The 
materials  produced  can  te  used  ty  the  building  industry  in  a 
variety  of  ways.  Following  complaints,  additional  dust 
extraction  plant  is  to  te  provided. 

Five  applications  for  prior  approval  under  Section  3 of 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  for  the  installation  of  furnaces 
were  received  and  granted  ty  the  Council. 


Noise  Atatement 


Investigations  were  made  into  a number  of  noise  complaints, 
three  of  which  related  to  the  boarding  of  dogs.  Enforcement 
action  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1962,  is 
pending  in  two  cases  and  in  the  other  the  complaint  was  not 
proved. 

The  source  of  one  complaint  was  traced  to  a new  factory 
sited  at  Hallsford  Bridge,  High  Ongar,  and  was  due  to  the 
noise  emitted  ty  electric  motors  of  400  h.p.  each.  This  was 
cured  ty  the.  simple  expedient  of  providing  baffles. 

Another  and  rather  more  interesting  complaint  was 
received  from  an  owner/occupier  of  a dwelling  in  the  parish 
of  Lamtourne,  who  complained  of  a low  frequency  humming  which 
recurred  with  the  greatest  frequency  during,  the  night  and  was 
of  such  a character  and  repetitiveness  as  to  awaken  him  and 
his  wife  and  prevent  further  rest.  The  matter  is  still  under 
investigation. 

Complaints  about  the  sounding  of  chimes  advertising  the 
sale  of  ice-cream  are  still  being  received,  although  there  is 
a general  improvement  in  this  regard. 

Swimming  Pools 


Through  the  initiative  of  parent-teachers  associations, 
swimming  pools,  were  installed  in  the  following  schoolss- 

Nazeing  County  Primary  School 
North  Weald  St.  Andrews  C.  of  E.  School 
Shelley  County  Primary  School 
Theydon  Bois  County  Primary  School 

All  are  equipped  with  filtration  and  chlorination  plants 
and  are  provided  with  foot  baths.  A close  liaison  is  maintained 
with  the  head  teachers  and  persons  directly  in  charge  of  the 
pools.  During  the  year,  seven  samples  were  taken,  all  of  which 
were  satisfactory.
